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SUPPL EMENTAL INFO RMA TION DISCLOSURE STATEMENT 

In accordance with Applicant's ongoing duty of disclosure as set forth in 37 CFR § 1.56, 
Applicants wishes to make known to the U.S. Patent and Trademark Office that it in connection 
with it present patent infringement lawsuit against Castia Stone, inc. (refer to Applicant's 
Supplemental Information Disclosure Statement tiled on October 26, 2006) certain additional 
information has now been identified that may be material to the patentability of the presently 
claimed invention. More specifically. Castia Stone, inc. has by way of its defense alleged that 
U.S. Patent No. R.E3 9,091 (the parent of the above-identified continuation application.) is invalid 
in view of (!) an engineering report dated December 16, 1989 entitled "Report on Evaluation of 
the Stonetile System," and/or (2) Canadian Patent Application No. CA 2,075,446. Both of these 
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references, among several others, are cited on the accompanying USPTO Form 1449 in 
accordance with 37 CFR §§ 1 .97 and 1 .98. 

With respect to the engineering report. Applicant asserts that this document does not 
qualify as a -'printed publication'" under 35 U.S. C. §§ 102(a) or (b) and. therefore, does not 
constitute a prior art reference. More specifically, this document was never publicly distributed 
nor was it ever otherwise "available and accessible to persons concerned with the art to which 
the document relates." See, e.g., In re Wyer, 210 USPQ 790, 795 (CCPA 1981), Although the 
engineering report has no relevance as a prior art reference. Applicant nevertheless wishes to 
disclose this document to the U.S. Patent and Trademark Office to counter Castia Stone's wanton 
en of ''"inequitable conduct." 

With respect, to Canadian Patent Application No. CA 2,075,446, Applicant notes that this 
prior art reference was fully considered by the U.S. Patent and Trademark Office during 
prosecution of the parent application of the '091 patent; namely, U.S. Patent Application No. 
08/603,243, riled on February 20, 1996 (abandoned in favor of U.S. Patent Application No. 
09/519,333. which matured into U.S. Patent No. 6,253,515, which patent was surrendered in 
favor of the '091 patent). Applicant further notes that in accordance with modern patent 
prosecution practice, "it is not necessary for the applicant to submit an information disclosure 
statement in the continuing application that lists the prior art cited by the examiner in the parent 
application." MPEP § 609.02 (emphasis in original). Applicant, however, wishes to disclose 
this document to ensure full compliance with its ongoing duties of candor and good faith dealing 
owed to the U.S. Patent and Trademark Office. 

Finally, and with respect to the several other references cited on the accompanying 
USPTO Form 1449, Applicant provides these references in order to ensure that, in due course, it 
obtains a reissued U.S. patent thai has the strongest possible presumption of validity. Although 
the aforesaid references are made known to the U.S. Patent and Trademark Office in compliance 
with Applicant's duty to disclose all known information which is believed relevant to the 
examination of the above-identified application. Applicant firmly believes that the present 
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invention is patentable. Accordingly, Applicant respectfully requests thai a Notice of Allowance 
be granted without any further delay.
